Bleeding from gashes on his throat 
and severed arteries 
in both wrists, 
Gimbal wa* found in n room which he 
had engaged 
Thursday night at 
the 
Palace hotel In Hoboken 
He was un­ 
conscious from loss of blood when ho 
was removed to the hospital, where 
an examination of his effects made 
oortaln his Identity. 
I^ato T hursday night Oimbel was re­ 
leased from the Tomb* 
under $6,OOH 
W h ere ha then wurnt was not 
known to his friends. 
He was gen 
wally supposed to have been at an 
uptown hotel, though it was reported 
that ho had returned to hi* home in 
Philadelphia. 
It now appear* that Im­ 
m ediately following his release Oim­ 
bel crossed on a ferry to Hoboken and 
went to the Palace hotel, registering 
there sui Wilson Heldge of Trenton. 
N. J. 
He wa* assigned to a room on 
the second floor and a half hour later 
ordered luncheon, which wa* served 
In his room. 
Among the dishes was

glass 
waiter 
pitcher. 
This

found broken and It I* supposed Olm- 
bel'* Injuries were 
Inflicted by the 
piece*. 


Bleeding Pram Several Wound®. 


N othing was hoard from Gimbal dur­ 
ing the night or morning and in the 
afternoon a chambermaid went to his 
room. 
Qimhel was 
in bed and or­ 
dered the maid from the door, saying 
that he wished to sleep. 
The girl re­ 
turned to the room early In the even­ 
ing and found that the door had been 
secured from 
the Inside. 
The lock 
was forced 
and Oimbel 
was discov­ 
ered on the floor, bleeding from sev­ 
eral wounds. 
He was d a d in trousers 
and undershirt 
A trull of blood from

“Bullock H all,” tho fam ous landm ark 
which links the n am e of P resident 
Roosevelt w ith Bu* south, is to be re­ 
produced at tho Jam esto w n exposition. 
A St. Collis m an, Jo h n Colligan, is now 
ut Norfolk superintending the construc­ 
tion of the building. 
President Roosevelt has frequently 
ex p ress^ him self as being proud of 
his southern blood and of the part his 
ancestors and im m ediate relatives have 
had in southern history. The reproduc­ 
tion of Bullock Hall, his mother’s home, 
; at tile Jam estow n exposition near Nor­ 
folk is material evidence Unit the south, 
and especially the state of Georgia, 
which bas the closest claim on him, 
does not fail to reciprocate this feel­ 
ing more or less strongly in spite of 
President Roosevelt's pronounced Re­ 
publicanism and certain positions he 
has taken on the negro question, says 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. 
On Georgia day, June IO next. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt will speak from the 
stone steps of Bullock Hall as It will 
then stand at Jam estown. 
The stone 
forming this step was put in place In 
the old hom e by President R oosevelt’s 
great-great-grandfather, Governor Bul­ 
lock of Georgia, and from it Governor 
Bullock delivered his speech of accept­ 
ance when he w as made “president of 
the Georgia colony," as the position 
was then called. 
The original stone 
has been removed and taken to Jam es­ 
town. 
The remainder of the building 
is to be a replica of the Georgia home. 
President Roosevelt’s appeal to the 
sentim ent of the south is not merely 
the passive fact that his m other and 
ber people lived there, however.
